CONSTITUTION 


OF THE 


Josselyn Botanical Society 


OF 


ADOPTED AT FARMINGTON, 
JULY 7-10, 1896. 





»CONSTTIUTION... 


ARTICLE I. 
NAME AND OBJECT. 


The name of this Organization shall be the 
Josselyn Botanical Society of Maine ; and its 
object shall be to promote the study of the 
Flora of the State. 


ARTICLE II. 
OFFICERS. 


The officers shall be a President, five Vice- 
Presidents, a Secretary, an Assistant Secre- 
tary and a Treasurer; and their duties shall 
be those usually performed by such officers. 
They shall be elected annually, and shall hold 
office until others are elected in their place. 


ARTICLE III. 
MEMBERSHIP AND FEES. 


Any person interested in botany shall be- 
come a member by vote of the Society, and 
by payment of the necessary fee. The in- 
itiation fee shall be one dollar. For the first 
year of membership there shall be no assess- 


ment, but after that there shall be an annual 
fee of fifty cents. 


ARTICLE IV. 
COMMITTEES. 


Such Committees shall be appointed as 
the work of the Society shall make neces- 
sary. The Executive Committee shall be 
composed of the officers of the Society and 
the Chairmen of the various Committees ; 
and those present at any regularly called 
meeting shall have power to transact the 
business of the Committee. 


ARTICLE V. 
MEETINGS. 


The Society shall hold an Annual Meet- 
ing. Special meetings shall be called at the 
discretion of the Executive Committee. 


ARTICLE VI. 
AMENDMENTS. 


This Constitution may be amended at any 
meeting of the Society by vote of two-thirds 
of the members present.

PONDS CAMPS 


=4, HIS meeting will be held at the Rowe Ponds Camps, Pleasant 

sf Ridge Plantation, Maine. It promises to be of unusual interest, 

occurring as it will in a small clearing, in the great forest which 

covers so much of our state. There will be abundant opportunity 

for studying and collecting the characteristic plants of forest, 

lake and stream. This region has a decidedly different flora from any 
which the society has previously visited. 


Members should reach Bingham on the afternoon train of Monday, July 
2, and engage rooms at the Bingham Hotel for the night. Late in the after- 
noon or early the next morning it will be possible to do some collecting in the 
vicinity. The next forenoon (July 3), at about nine o’clock, the party will 
leave Bingham Hotel, in Mr. Healy’s teams, for Pleasant Ridge, seven miles 
distant. Occasional brief stops can be made, as well as one of longer dura- 
tion, in order to visit the picturesque and botanically interesting Houston 





Brook Falls (50 feet high), a short distance from the road. Luncheon will be 
served at Mr. Healy’s house on the Ridge at about noon, or a little later, 
after which the start will be made for the camps. These are three and one- 
half miles distant, nearly three miles being over a buckboard road where 
most of the members may prefer to walk, both for pleasure and in order to 
botanize. 


The eleven cabins at the pond, built of logs, are comfortable, clean, 
dry and well-ventilated. The clearing is bounded on three sides by the 
unbroken forest, and on the northeast by Rowe Pond, on which good and 
serviceable boats are kept for the use of guests. This beautiful sheet of 
water is about one and one-quarter miles long and is 1,206 feet above sea- 
level. Four smaller ponds are within easy reach. Bean Pond to the north- 
east and Clear (or Mill) Pond to the southward are each about three-quarters 
of a mile distant. Jewett Pond to the northwest is so close to the foot (or 
‘“‘Basin’’) of Rowe Pond, that it is almost a continuation of it, while the 
small and bog-bordered Brandy Pond, abounding in water-plants, is hardly 
two hundred yards from the main pond, to the northward. All are reached 
by good trails starting at different points on the shore of Rowe Pond. 





VIEW FROM BASIN, LOOKING THROUGH NARROWS 


The old ‘‘Canada Road,’’ long since abandoned, can still be followed as 
a trail through the forest. At one point it is scarcely one hundred feet from 
the western shore of Jewett Pond. It usually affords good botanizing. 
About three and one-half miles away, to the northwest, are the Carry Ponds 


Camps. Parties desiring to visit these, or to make any other extended trip 
into the forest, can obtain guides at reasonable rates at the Rowe Ponds 
Camps. Each member is advised to bring a pocket compass. 


The meeting will continue until Friday or Saturday morning, when 
members can leave in time to get the afternoon train from Bingham.

THE LLOYD LIBRARY AND MUSEUM 


BUILDING No. | 
This building was erected by C. G. Lloyd in 1902, and was designed to 


contain both the books and the specimens, the two upper floors being devoted 
to the books and the lower floor to the specimens. During the short time that 
has intervened our library has increased so rapidly that the building is inad- 
equate for its purposes, and during the past winter a new building has been 
erected to be devoted exclusively to the library. The old building, now known 
as the Lloyd Museum, will contain the herbarium and the mycological collec- 
tion. The herbarium of pressed plants is estimated at about thirty thousand 
specimens, chiefly obtained by exchange by C. G. Lloyd during his earlier years. 
The mycological department contains many thousand dried specimens of fungi, 
particularly of the Gastromycetes, estimated at not less than five thousand 
different collections. There are more specimens of this family ten times over 


than in all the other museums of the world combined. 


BiG DUNG: ING. 2 


This building was erected in the winter of 1907 and 1908. It is four 
stories, 22144 x72 feet. It is devoted oxclusively to Botany and Pharmacy 
(with a section on Eclectic Medicine), and contains a collection of books 
among the largest on these subjects. The volumes have not been counted, but 
some idea of the number may be obtained from the following statistics: There 
are 6,253 linear feet of shelving, and the books now occupy 2,600 linear feet 
of this space. As a shelf is found to hold on the average 429 books to every 
50 linear feet, the estimated number is 22,308 volumes, Cases have been 
placed in the upper floor, but the other three floors have only wall shelves, with 
provision made for floor cases in future as the needs of the library may require. 
When completely filled with shelving the library has a capacity of 11,413 linear 
feet, sufficient to shelve 98,000 volumes. If the collection of books continues 
to increase as it has in the past five or six years, the full capacity of this library 
will be taken in the next twenty years. We do not know that we shall ever 
accomplish it, but it is our ambition to make the Lloyd Library in time a 
practically complete library of its subjects.
